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T is said that the Chinese amateurs made collections of art, pot- 
| teries, etc., before the Christian era. In Europe there has also 
been for a long time, among persons of wealth and cultivated tastes, a 
passion for collecting potteries, porcelains, and other objects of athe 
and, although always high, the prices have constantly increased to 
the present time. 

There is a similar taste rapidly growing up in this country. 

In offering this sale we would say that the articles belong exclusively 
toa small collection made some years ago by an amateur, who pro- 
cured the objects, in most cases, in the immediate neighborhood of 
where they were made or used. 

In Faiences, porcelains, and glass, while many pieces possess great 
beauty and value, others are only valuable as specimens of particular 
manufactures. | 

Many of the Oriental porcelains, bronzes, ivories, and lacquers were 
brought to this country in the last century, selected at the time by an 
expert, long a resident of China and Japan, and are believed to be 
very good specimens of the eras they represent. 

~The antique bronzes, pottery, etc., dating back of the Christian era, 


were acquired soon after they were excavated at the places named. 


Nothing need be said of the rare beauty or value of the few objects 
in gold, antique silver, and carved ivories ; they are all museum pieces. 

The same may be said of the old Italian carvings in wood. The 
old Cassone, the indispensable marriage-chest of the bride of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, is rarely to be found outside of 
museums or art collections. It was by a lucky chance only that this 
collection (then on loan exhibition at the Bargello Muszum, Florence) 
was purchased from a descendant of the papal family Chigi, of Siena. 
Some of them bear the armorial bearings of Fabrio Chigi (Pope Alex- 
ander VII), and also the indisputable 7z¢ar/ato touch. In strengthening 
the panels and restoring the frames, care was taken to utilize and adorn 
without destroying the identity of the old marriage-coffer. This last 
work was done by Amerigo Vespucci, carver, of Florence, a lineal de- 


scendant of the great navigator.
